Thieves  Get 
‘Hot’  Chicks 

Five  chickens  apparently  stolen 
Friday  night  from  the  Swenson 
House  were  more  than  ordinary 
Sunday  dinner  material.  They  are 
a part  of  an  experiment  and  have 
been  injected  with  protein  mater- 
ials which  is  toxic  to  humans,  ac- 
cording to  Jack  Batchelor, 
charge  of  the  experiment. 

According  to  Batchelor,  eating 
the  chickens  could  result  in  death 
and  even  handling  them  could 
cause  illness.  The  protein  mater- 
ial with  which  they  have  been 
injected  “is  a very  virulent  poi- 
son,” he  said. 

HE  URGED  ANYONE  who  had 
contact  with  the  chickens  to  con- 
tact Dr.  Jack  Trunnell,  Student 
Health  Center  Director.  Dr.  Trun- 
nell has  an  antibody  which  will 
fight  the  toxin,  Batchelor  said.  He 
said  the  antibody  must  be  taken 
within  a week  to  be  effective. 

Batchelor  said  two  chickens  dis- 
appeared Thursday  night  from 
the  experiment  house  at  495  E. 
1430  N.  and  it  was  not  known  if 
they  also  had  been  injected  with 
the  poison  or  not. 

The  experiment  was  part  of  his 
master’s  thesis  work,  he  said.  He 
asked  anyone  knowing  anything 
about  them  to  contact  him  at  ext. 
2525.

David  Wilson  - II.S.  Judge 
Will  Deliver  Address 
At  BYU  Baccalaureate 


David  J.  Wilson,  U.S.  judge 
serving  in  the  Customs  Court  in 
New  York  City,  will  deliver  the 
baccalaureate  address  at  BYU 
May  30.  He  will  also  receive  his 
honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree 
at  the  Commencement  exercises 
May  31. 

Services  will  begin  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  at  7:30  p.m.  Academic 
procession  for  graduates  and  fac- 
ulty begins  at  7 p.m.  and  will 
wind  from  the  lawn  in  front  of 
the  McKay  Building  down  to  the 
Fieldhouse. 

JUDGE  WILSON,  a BYU  grad- 
uate, served  as  studentbody  pres- 
ident from  1911-13,  as  president 
of  the  senior  class  in  1913-14  and 
as  valedictorian  of  his  graduating , 
class. 

As  a BYU  student  he  arranged 
the  first  interstate  debates  for 
BYU,  led  in  reorganization  of  stu- 
dent government  and  wrote  the 
first  systematic  rules  for  award- 
ing student  honors  in  athletics, 
debating  and  drama. 

Following  his  graduation  he 
served  as  head  of  the  English  De- 
partment at  Weber  Academy  for 
two  years,  then  entered  law 
school  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia. He  was  editor  of  the  Cal- 
ifornia Law  Review  during  his 
senior  year  and  received  his  Doc- 
tor, of  Jurisprudence  degree  in 
1919  after  which  he  returned  to 
Weber  College  to  teach  English 
and  commercial  law. 

A PROMINENT  Utah  attorney, 
he  practiced  law  in  Ogden  until 
1954.  He  also  served  as  Weber 
County  attorney  and  as  district 
attorney  in  Utah  Second  District 
before  being  appointed  as  a U.S. 
Judge  in  1954. 

Judge  Wilson  was  a Republican 
party  leader  in  Utah  for  many 
years  and  became  Weber  County 
Republican  chairman  in  1924. 


subsequently  serving  as  chair- 
man of  the  First  Congressional 
District  in  Utah.  He  served  as 
Utah  State  Republican  Chairman, 
as  delegate  to  the  Republican  na- 
tional conventions  in  1932  and 
1940  and  as  a Republican  candi- 
date for  Congress  in  1946  and 
1948. 

ACTIVE  IN  THE  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
Judge  Wilson  has  served  as  ward 
and  stake  Sunday  School  super- 
intendent, stake  YMMIA  superin- 
tendent and  high  councilman  of 
Mt.  Ogden  and  New  York  Stakes. 

He  has  also  served  as  bishop 
of  the  Ogden  12th  Ward,  member 
of  the  Mt.  Ogden  Stake  Presi- 
dency and  is  currently  teaching 
investigators  in  Westchester 
Ward,  New  York  Stake. 

Judge  Wilson  is  married  to  the 
former  Mary  Jacobs  of  Ogden. 
They  have  five  children  and  23 
grandchildren.

The  first  accident  occured  on 
U.S.  Highway  40  near  Grantsville 
when  Yewon  Kim,  a junior  ma- 
joring in  medical  technology 
from  Souel,  Korea  was  thrown 
from  a motorcycle.  • 

DAVID  TIMBERLAKE,  19,  a 
sophomore  from  Menominee^ 
Mich.,  majoring  in  pre-med,  was 
the  victim  of  the  climbing  acci- 
dent when  he  fell  25  feet  from  a 
ledge  above  the  block  Y on  Y 
mountain. 

Miss  Kim  suffered  abrasions  of 
the  face,  arms  and  legs  when  the 
motorcycle  she  was  on  blew  a tire 
and  skidded  across  the  road.  Ron 
Gustavson,  the  driver  of  the  cycle, 
was  uninjured  according  to  re- 
ports. 

TIMBERLAKE  was  rescued 
from  the  Y mountain  by  the  BYU 
Alpine  rescue  team  and  the  Utah

THE  RESCUE  party  reached 
Timberlake,  who  was  hanging  by 
a rope  from  the  cliff  at  7 p.m. 
His  climbing  partner,  Allan  Wil- 
liams from  Scottsdale,  Arizona, 
was  below  Timberlake  at  the  time 
of  the  accident. 

According  to  Timberlake  the 
rope  which  was  tied  around  his 
waist  caught  on  a rock  breaking 
his  fall. 

Dr.  J.  Scott  Martin  from  the 
BYU  Health  Center  climbed  to  the 
base  of  the  cliff  to  help  the  clim- 
ber upon  his  rescue.  Timberlake 
suffered  a fractured  rib  and  min- 
or abrasions. 

THE  TWO  climbers  began  their 
ascent  Friday  and  camped  over 
night  at  the  block  Y.  They  con- 
tinued their  climb  at  10  a.m.  Sat- 
urday and  were  ascending  the 
chimney  above  the  letter  when 
the  accident  occured  according  to 
a report  from  Security  Officer 
Mathews. 

Timberlake  was  released  from 
the  Health  Center  Saturday  eve- 
ning after  a complete  check-up.
